Potato Machine 
At State Mart Has: 
Something New 


Something new under the. sun 
has been added to the potato deal “ 
out at the State Farmers Market, 
according to’John Dulany, market 
manager, and owner of the latest 
thing in potato grading, processing 
and packing equipment. The new 
machine was set into operation 
just a few short weeks ago and al- 
ready ‘has proven satisfactory to $ 
the many growers using it. x i 

The potatoes are given several, | 
different treatments during the. 
course of'their journey through the 
machine. First they go. through 7 
just an ordinary water bath which 
removes the muck. From there 
they travel into the sulficide bath 5 
which arrests any disease common Me 
to the lowly spud. This particular 
bath. is tasteless, odorless and  \ 
harmless to ,one and all except 
germs. Scab growth is arrested 
by the bath. >] 

Into the drying room the spuds I 
go from.the germicidal bath. It- : q 
is in this department that soñe- z| 
thing Rew sure enough has been = |= 
added. In this department there = | 
are two hundred and eighty-eight 
250 watt infra-red ray lamps. They 
dry the potatoes quicker than you 
can say Jack Robinson: They do 
no harm whatever to the potato, 
during the drying . process... It’s 
that kind of light. 

Then there is another depart- 
ment whére the spuds are expos 
ed to four violet ray lamps for an 
instant. These lamps kill any re- -“ 
maining germs no matter what 
kind they. are: Pure City of Pa= 
h&kee water is used in the process. 
of preparing the spuds for market. — 

The new machine has a capacity ` 
of six hundred 50 pounds bags an. 
hour. That is equivalent to a tar- 
load, Mr. Dulany said. It takes a 
crew of 30 workers to keep’ the | 
machine going full tilt.
